Though Sun, for example, had 
been able to make aliving as an actor 
and stuntman in 1981，before the 
trouble began，he noted that in 82 
and 83 he has had no stunt jobs and 
no SAGjobs in films.“It's been the 
same with Eddie and Danny,”he 
reported. 

NO REQUESTS 

Danny and Sun also have a stunt 
equipment rentalbusiness which was 
justbeginning at aboutthetime ofthe 
complaints filing.“We have yet to 
make 3a Tental [this year]. We had 
inquiries and had made rentals 
before. Since we filed the claim， 
there've been no Tequests.2” 

Despite the setbacks to the 
favorable outcome they had hoped 
for when they filed their complaints， 

.Sun statedthat Columbia has at least 
restated its ， commitment to 
affirmative action in a recent letter 
senit to the SAG.

Deasy at the Housing Authority 
Said that such 3 System though 
“technically feasible,” faced 
difficulties.“A waiting listby project 
would be a whole other level of 
programming.” He noted that the 
department is having enough trouble 
Simply coping with its existing, city- 
wide list.“It would take 18 months 
to two years just to deyvelop such a 
System.” 

The only way for the public to 
advocate for a separate waiting list 
System would be through the 
Housing Commission，which meets 
eVery Second andfourth Thursday of 
the month, 10 am, at 440 Turk. But 
the commission itself could be a 
barrier. “The ”commission is 
probably not sensitive to that 
approach [of a separate waiting list] 
because they tend to _ deal with the 
city as a whole,”JDeasy stated. 

Paul Wartelle， an attorney 
Specializing in housing issues at the 
SFE Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
FEoundation, told BasWwFest that a 
separate waiting list could encounter 
legal problems as well. The effect, 认 
not the intent, of Such a System could 
bedifferentracial and ethnic groups 
segregated into separate housing 
projects. 

“Aseparate Waiting ist System 


could result in “racial sterring， ”the 
attorney maintained，and a Chinese 
housing project .is basically 
unconstitutional. IThe ”Housing 
Authority's policy [of dropping 
names] is valid from the standpoint 
of wanting to maintain a colorblind 
Waiting list:” 

Wartelle felt that the Housing 
Authority really had no choice in 
reaching its decision to drop names. 
“They just aren't going to have the 
vacancies they want in Ping Yuen 
because it's such a great place to 
live,”he stated. 


But George Lee pointed out that 
the high demand for Ping Yuen units 
is only one side of the equation. The 
other side is the low supply of 
inexpensive housing in Chinatown， 
he noted. “The real solution is 
Simple: more housing for the poor. 
For instance，why don't they do 
something with the IHotel sight 
[which has been vacant for several

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Asian 
Americans for Justice，a newly- 
formed Bay Area coalition of Asian 
ethnic groups is planning 3a series of 
June events to commemorate the 
first anniversary of Vincent Chin?s 
death. Chin，a 27-year-old Detroit 
area draftsman，was Killed by two 
men who were angry about foreign 
car imports。 Ihe case Sparked 
national protests when the two were 
allowed to go free on three years 
probation and fines of $3,000. 

“Vincent Chin's death is not an 
isolated case. It is a Symbol to Asian 
Americans ofthe increasing violence 
and racism we face,”maintained 
Alan Yee，co-chair of the group.

“There has been less disturbance 
in the Nob and Russian Hill areas 
than we thought, she observed.

“Being in a multi-ethnic society， 
the university has to be 
representative of all ethnic groups,” 
he said，expressing his Support for 
many of the schools cultural and 
affirmative action programs.

Woo has already identified one 


ethnic groupthatis underrepresented 


at SFSU.“I noticed that in San 
Francisco, Hispanics make up abonut

To Run Workshops 


On Refugees 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 SF 
General Hospital has recelived funds 
to run a series of workshops to help 
hospital staff become more aware of 
cultural differences among 
Indochinese refugees and their 
implications for health care， TIhe 
programs is partially funded by a 
one-year $25,000 grant from the 


Assoc. of Western Hospitals 
Educational and Reseasrch 
FEoundation. 


“Indochinese refugees are often 
erroneously viewed asS 3 
homogenoueous group,” said Peter 
Sommers，MD and director of the 
Family Practice Residency 
Program at General. “Most are 
Vietnamese，bnut there are many 
Laotian， Cambodia, ethnic Chinese 
and Hmong as well. Each group has 
its .own customs，1language and 
cultural beliefs.” 

While the health care needs of 
these groups have been documented 
as being greater than those of the 
general population，1language and 
cultural barriers have limited access 
to anduse ofthese services,henoted. 

SF General is the primary public 
general hospital for the county. 
Approximately 30- 40,000 
Indochinese refugees reside here， 
proportionately more than in any 
other California county, and 1096 of 
the state's total. 

The project grew from a pilot 
program begun two years agototrain 
family practice residents and nurses 
in cross-cultural ”family ”care.， 
Materials will be presented in a 
series of 12 workshops to 360 staff 
members at both SFE General and at 
Valley Medical Center in Fresno， 
the other recipient of the grant.

Most guys 
usually play along then,” 

He also plays psSychologist when 
he tries to get good expression from 
his subjects.“Ihey have to trustyou， 
believe in you, and believe that you 
believe in them,”he asserted. 

DETAIL 

As a photographer known for his 
creativity，Gunn pays a Surprising 
amount of attention to _ technical 
details.“Creating the mood, setting， 
and story line is only one part of my 
photography. The other part is my 
ability to borrow from movie 
techniques,” he remarked. “IThe 


technical part is important, too. It S 


no goodjustto have a good idea; you 
have to be able to carry it out.” 

Gunn has had significant 
exposure to the movie business. In 
1968, he left San Francisco，where 
he was born and raised, to go to Los 
Angeles in search of jobs in show 
business. He has written Screenplays 
and played leading roles in several 
TV pilots, none of which was sold. 

“The producers got tired of 
losing money,”he said，explaining 
his move away from show Pbiz. 
“Also,Idon't wantto sit around.”In 
1973， he took up wedding 
photography as 3a fl tme 
profession, after fitting in free lance 
photo jobs whenever he neded cash 
between acting roles. 

TECHNIQUES 

“Ihad $10 in my pocket then. 工 
didn'thave a studio and was working 
from ahole in the wall,”he recalled. 
Gunn'”s unusual photos and his 
cinematic techniques soon won him 
acclaim. His clients lovedhis making 
normal-appearing people look like 
models. Within the first year, he was 
renting his own studio and hiring 
assistants to help with his shooting. 

Gunn now has a large studio in 
Torrance where a whole staff of 
photographers click their shutters at 
300 to 400 weddings each year.“ 工 
don't do much shooting any more. 
TDPm pretty much retired,”he said 
jokingly. 

The wedding photographer now 
spends about five months every year 
travelling all over the world giving 
lectures and seminars. 

“< was making about $70,000 
from my shootings and lecture tours， 
which is notbad. But then Isee other 
guys who are making millions. Their 
secret is in developingproducts.”He 
decided to follow suit. 

ACCESSORIES 

Gunn has developed a series of 
accessories and equipment for 
professional and semi-professional 
wedding photographers. He invented 
a “magic box”with a variety of 
block-outinserts thatmakes multiple 
exposture and vignetting Seem almost 


too easy. Less esoteric， bnut 
extremely practical，are portable 
posing ”benches， rechargeable 


battery packs, and carrying cases. 
A few months ago， Gurn 
introduced his photographic learning 
System, a series of audio-visual kits 
designed to explain the intricacies of 
lighting, composition, posing, bridal 
portraiture，wedding shots，and the 
famous love story. The kits，which 
can be purchased separately or 3S 3 
complete package for $1,000, have 
attracted $00 customers already. 
“There are 350,000 wedding 
photographers in this country 
alone,”Gunn pointed out.“With a

The photographer is entering a 
phase in life when hebelieves that 让 
you are not strong，ideas wont 
WwWork”and“strength is measured ip 
terms of money.” “ITI have my Own 
philosophy,”he remarked. “But 
won't philosophize myself out of 
eXistence.” 

Because of his Chinese ancestry， 
Gunn perfectly understands the 
Problems of ethnic minorities trying 
to get ahead in society. “Your ethnic 
background is important 让 you are 
vying forajob,”he observed. Ifyou 
are in business, race doesn't matter 
as Imuch.Money is important in 
business, and money has no color. 

After his recent trip to Japan， 
Gunn is ever more conscious of his 
Asian roots.“There I was accepted 
as 1ie and not as a stranger，My 
philosophy was understood for the 
first time,”he said, noting that when 
he lectured to the Europeans, they 
would nod in assent, but would not 
really comprehend his philosophy. 


MAINSTREAM 

Nor is he completely accepted in 
mainstream America because of his 
Chinese looks.“I remember 工 was 
walking through a high school in 
Indiana four years ago，he recalled.

He referred to other instances 
when he was in the south，where 
people did not accept him until he 
started speaking perfectly with a 
Southern accent.

excitedly reported.“Ifthe whole US 
was doing this，the country would 
have more energy to use for a longer 
time,”he predicted. 

Yuen offered a simple exariiple. 
In turning gas into electricity，only 
3296 of the energy actually becomes 
electricity.， Ihe remaining 689% 
Vvaporizes ”as “ heat， Through 
Cogeneration，the escaping gas is 
turned to steam and is used to 
generate heat as Well. 

“This upgrades _ the efficiency 
from only 329% to 70 or 809%， 
doubling the efciency,”observed 
Yuen. 

When not dealing with energy， 
the three men find themselves 
involved with many community 
agencies and issues， Yuen， for 
example worked on persuading the 
federal Small Business 
Administration to include Asian 
Americans as a minority qualified 
its programs and benefits. 


Affirmative Action Building 
Committee which is working on the 
renovation of that agencys newly- 
acquired site.
